1% cup orange pieces, drained

Pour the decaffeinated coffee over a 
pint of ice cream in a punch bowl or 
mixing bowl, and blend lightly with 
an egg beater until the ice cream is 
partly melted.

Unbaked pie shell (8-inch) 

Thoroughly blend sweetened con- 
densed milk, beaten egg yolks and! 
‘finely chopped butternut meats. Pour 
jinto unbaked pie shell. Bake in mod- 
|erately slow oven (325° F.) 25 min- 
jutes or until set. Cover with mer- 
ingue made by beating egg whites 
until stiff and adding sugar. Return 
to oven and bake.10 minutes or until 
meringue is brown. 


CAST MONOTONY OUT OF MEALS 

It’s almost automatic, isn’t it, to 
think of dinner in terms of meat, po- 
tatoes and some other vegetable? 
The only thing is to decide which kind 
of meat and what other vegetable so 
that meals become almost routine. 
Why not break the monotony of such 
meals and as a start, think of fish 
instead of meat? There is such wide 
variety of fish available to the Can- 
adian housewife at all times that it 
can be served. frequently and not 
grow tiresome. And then there are 
so many ways of serving it, such de- 
licious garnishes to accompany it 
that a whole new field of culinary 
exploration is opened up.
